The men confessed they stole 
and sold through speculators 
“best-selling cloth and merchan- 
dise intended for sale to the pop- 
ulation,” receiving “hundreds of 
thousands of rubles.” 

“With the stolen money, the 
criminals bought up gold and hid 
it in secret places in their homes 
and at the homes of relatives.” 

The defendants were charged 
also with “selecting and putting 
into various positions persons ad- 
vantageous to them from among 
former traders and speculators, 
thieves and scoundrels, a portion 
of whom had criminal records.” 

The group was described as “a 
gang of saboteurs.” All were said 
to have had “a dark past and anti- 
Soviet moods.” 

The ring widely practiced brib- 
ery, encouraged thievery and 
speculation, removed honest work- 
ers from the trade organization 
and stifled all efforts to expose 
them, the charges continued.

WASHINGTON, Pa., Dec. 3 
(AP)—For two. worry-filled days, 
a family held prisoner by five 
escaped ‘convicts feared their. 
captors would become vicious— 
but they never did. The fugitives, 
five of 10 from a mass prison 
break Sunday at Western State 
penitentiary, calmly set up house- 
keeping and watched television 
at the home of Emile Lerby. 

Mrs. Lerby said: “It was be- 
tween 10:30 and 11 Sunday 
morning. when Toney, (Virgil 
Toney, described as the convicts’ 
leader) knocked at the door. He 
told me there was a sick man 
in his car and he had to call a 
doctor. When I let him in, the 
others pushed in after him.” 

The convicts were kind to two of 
the woman’s grandchildren, John 
and Marlene Gagich, who were 
visiting the Lérbys with their 
mother and father, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Gagich. 

Mrs. Gagich reported: “They 
played with John and Marlene 
and even offered to take John 
to a doctor when he seemed sick. 
Toney said playing with the chil- 


dren was worth 10 years to him.” | 

Mrs, Lerby said “Toney told | 
me to do right by them and they 
wouldn’t hurt me., They were, 
very polite. Once one of them 
said: ‘Usually, you know, guys 
like us take -people as hostages, 
but we’re not going to do that.’” 


When food ran low, one of the 
convicts and Mrs. Gagich went 
shopping. 


“He warned me not to cry out 
or try anything,” Mrs. Gagich 
related. “We stopped at a serv- 
ice station for gasoline and then 
did our shopping. He was with 
me every minute.” 

As suddenly as they came, the 
convicts left. The family awoke 
yesterday morning and found 
they were gone — apparently 
headed for West Virginia, when 
one of them, James Milk, was 
later captured. He was seized at 
a telegraph office when he went 
in to pick up money he expected 
by wire from heme. . 

Four of the five at the Lerbys 
and one’ other of the original. 10 
were still sought today, believed 
to be in West Virginia.

MONTREAL. 


OST people believe that Red Square in Moscow gets its name 
from the revolution in November, 1917. That is a mistake.’ 


mean the same thing. Red Square, 


therefore, means the beautiful square. 

It dates back several centuries. It began as a public market, 
but, following several transformations, it has become the vast 
square which contains the Kremlin, the Cathedral of St. Basil, the 
Lenin Museum and several \Russian government buildings. 


Red Square is the heart, of 
Moscow, From the square, troad 
avenues branch out toward the 
suburbs. Moscow is a city in the 
middle of a transformation. An 
evident effort is being made to 
make the city worthy of its title 
of Communist capital of the world. 
Up to a certain point, the Rus- 
sians have succeeded. 

Bie Buildings Moved. 

From Red Square, avenues that 
are 175 feet wide go out into the 
city. The avenues were onened 
by tearing down blocks of build- 
in¢’s and moving six and seven- 
story government buildings like 
the palace of the Soviets. Here 
and there parks. and squares were 
laid out and monuments were 
— to heroes of the revolu- 

on, 

The whole effect is a bit lack- 
{ing in symmetry and in taste. 
It is a far cry from the unfor- 
gettable perspectives of the 
Champs Elysees and the Rue de 
Rivoli in Paris, but, all the same. 
{t does convey an impression of 
strength and even of greatness. 

However, the Russians of the 
Red government are not responsi- 
ble for all of Moscow's beauty. 
They get the credit for several 
remarkable achievements, but the 
most facscinating buildings date 
back to the old regime. 

As soon as you leave the cen- 
ter of the city, and the main 
streets, you find yourself in grace- 
less and primitive neighborhoods. 
The traveler is immediately con- 
scious of the dilapidated bujld- 
ings. They are built of brick and 
covered with stucco. 

Walls Are Cracked 

Perhaps it is because of the 
gevere climate, or perhaps it is 
because they are not kept up, but 
in any case, the walls are cracked 
and often coming apart. You are 


immediately struck by the con-/ 


trast between the center of the 
city and its suburbs. 

They build a lot in ‘Moscow, 
but they don’t seem to be able 
‘to keep their building in good 
‘repair. You get the idea that the 
buildings age quickly and that, 
even if the Russians build a lot, 
they never catch up with the de- 
mand. 

Moscow is surrounded by a belt 
of indescribable hovels. The 
population is increasing rapidly. 
Space is at a premium. It is 
quite usual to find two or three 
families in the same dwelling. 

In the suburbs, there are jerry- 
built one-story wooden huts. To 
‘reach them, you have to walk 
through thick mud. It is impossi- 
ble to move around when it rains. 
Russian officials are doing their 
best to replace these hovels with 
better dwellings. 

Some New Apartments. 

Near the university I saw new 
apartment houses, six or seven 
stories high, built on the site of 
former slums, but because the 
buildings are rot kept up and be- 
cause the population is growing 
so rapidly, it looks as if suitable 
housing will be a long time catch- 
int up with the hovels. 

The magnificent plans for the 
reconstruction of Moscow whitch 
we saw in the city hall are cer- 
tainly impressive, but when you 
see the reality, you lose your 
enthusiasm. 

The Western traveler, arriving 
for the first time in Moscow, is 
likely to be shocked by the ap- 
pearance of Russian women. In 
Moscow, the only street cleaners 
I saw were women. The only 
workmen I saw repairing the 
streets were women. A stone's 
throw away from Lenin’s mauso- 
leum in Red Square, I saw six 
women working on the roads be- 
tween the grandstands, which are 


filled with guests of honor during 
the great Soviet parades. 3 

One woman was driving a truck, 
two others ‘were -unloading 
asphalt and the other three were 
paving the street. oe 

In a public park behind the 
Kremlin, I saw three women 
carrying earth in wheelbarrows 
to lay out lawns while a foreman 


| Stood watching with his hands in 


his pockéts. 

Scenes like this are common- 
place in Russia. Nobody pays 
any attention to them, but a 
Westerner can't help being 
shocked by them. 

Everyone Looks Alike. 

In a Russian crowd, everyone 
looks like everyone else. I’m not 
being biased when I say this. I 
spent ho watching people in 
the street, shoppers in the stores, 
spectators at the opera. The 
women are dressed without origi- 
nality, taste or distinction. The 
clothes the women wore at the 
Bolshoi Theater were really in- 
credible. 


However, these people are not 
uncultured. The opera is packed 
every evening. I was told it is 
the same in all the other theaters. 

Russians like music, ballet, and 
the drama, and the Government is 
doing remarkable work trying to 
raise cultural standards for the 
masses. Ballet and opera per- 
formances at the Bolshoi Theater 
are among the most beautiful in 
the world, and it is quite obvious 
that the spectators like it and 
that their applause is spontane- 
ous. 


Muscovites are justifiably proud 
when they show visitors their 
subway, their university and their 
skyscrapers. The subway isn’t a 
subway—it’s a cathedral; marble, 
mosaics and bronze are the most 
commonly used materials. 


Each station symbolizes some- 
thing. It glorifies a period, a 
hero or an event of the Soviet 
revolution. The ceiling mosaics 
show scenes of the Communist 
seizure of power, of the defense 
of Moscow against the Nazis and 
of the lives of great revolution- 
aries. 

But they forgot one little thing. 
The subway stations are so or- 
nate that there are very few of 
them. To get to them, you have 
to take a bus or walk quite a dis- 
tance. It would have been better 
to build them a bit more cheaply 
and more practically, but then, of 
course, strangers and Russians 
alike, would have been less im- 
pressed. 


Living Cost High. 


The cost of living is high in 
Moscow. Prices are so fantastic 
that I’m almost afraid to mention 
them for fear of being called a 
liar. A kilo of sausage costs from 
19 to 46 rubles. At the rate of 
four rubles to a dollar, that 
makes between $4.75 and $11.50 
for 2.2 pougds of sausage. 

A loin of pork costs 3444 rubles 
a kilo. Chicken is 25.4 rubles a 
kilo. Pork chops are 21 to 90 
rubles. Other prices are in line. 

A bar of soap costs $1 in Mos- 
cow. A tie costs $9. A man’s 
dressing gown costs $90 and an 
ordinary dress for a woman, $150. 

Let's not talk about a silver fox 
—it costs $650. 

From what I could find out, 
Moscow salaries are about the 
Same as in Montreal. A typeset- 
ter on Pravda earns 1500 rubles a 
month. That is about $85 a week. 

Perhaps these figures explain 
why, with a population of 8,000,- 
000, there are many fewer auto- 
mobiles in Moscow than in Mon- 


treal: Only party bigwigs and 
top-level officials have cars.

| OMMENT in the Soviet press 
C= the words of Stalin, just be- 
fore and at the close of the 
recent all-union Communist party 
congress, has dictated another 
long look at the Stalin texts. Re- 
reading of these texts and relat- 
ing them to what the Soviet press 


says, about them bring into relief 


a rather frightening prospect. 

Particular attention is being 
paid to Stalin’s instructions to 
‘Communists abroad. We begin to 
sce that when the Communists 
speak of a “new program” and a 
“new type of party” for countries 
outside the Soviet orbit they 
mean a join-’em-and-wreck-’em 
program and a reverse attack on 
western constitutions and civil lib- 
erties, 

This dangerous program has 
been shaped by a committee of 
high ranking Moscow leaders to 
guide the party internationally. 

“If you wish to be patriots of 
your country,” Stalin said to the 
foreign Communists, “if you wish 
to become the leading force of 
the nation,” the Communists in 
free countries must defend such 
things as “bourgeois-democratic 
freedoms” and “national inde- 
pendence and national sover- 
eignty.” 

U.S. Painted as Villain. 

This program was cooked up 
quite a long time ago, but it is 
only now coming to the fore 
among the Communist parties in 
western Europe and elsewhere, 
now that Stalin has made it of- 
ficial. 

Pravda and Izvestia, over and 
over again, picture the United 
States as the “international gen- 
darme” depriving other nations of 
their liberties and independence. 
The comment underscores Stalin’s 
directives to the foreign Com- 
munists. 

The order is this: identify the 
Communist party with civil rights 
and guarantees of personal lib- 
erty; becomes the champion of 
all individuals whose rights under 
free western constitutions can be 
made to appear in jeopardy. 

When the Communists do this, 
the Kremlin. believes, they will 
maneuver civilized governments 
more and more into the appear- 
ance of denying such rights or

EYOND the thorny thicket of immediate problems — Korea, 
Indochina, Iran, the German divisions and the rest — one 
can already discern an even bigger difficulty in President-elect 


In the present world situation, the main aim and theme of 
President-elect Eisenhower's policy must be to maintain, to 
strengthen and to stabilize the Western alliance. Before he can 
achieve this aim, the biggest question Eisenhower will have to 
answer is whether the Western alliance can be made economically 


unprotected against any unfavor- 
able jog of the world economy. 
Let a slight American recession 
reduce our dollar purchases of 
British goods. Or let the price of 
Britain’s imports rise a bit more 
rapidly than the price of British 
exports. Ruin will again stare 
Britain in the face. 


Britain’s reserves today are far 
lower than they were in the suc- 


‘cessive crises of 1947, 1949 and 


1951, each of which almost 
plunged this country into final 
bankruptcy. The regular recur- 
rence of these crises has also pro- 
duced a perilous new psychology. 
Still anether crisis will not mere- 
ly be economically disastrous; it 
will also be politically catastroph- 
ic. For one more crisis is fairly 
certain to drive the British to 
give up their hard struggle to 
maintain themselves as a great 
world power and our own chief 


No wonder, then, that Winston 
Churchill has entered the un- 
familiar battle for economic sta- 
bility breathing his old war-like 
fire. Yet all the great old man’s 
courage and determination will 
not win this new battle if Presi- 
dent-elect Eisenhower gives him 
a cold answer. The trouble is 
that the problem facing Britain 
and its Commonwealth is also an 
American problem and a Western 
problem. 

This underlying economic prob- 
lem of the Western Allies can be 
summed up in a single, simple 
fact. Britain and the other West- 
ern countries now have to pur- 
chase about five billion dollars 
worth more of our American raw 
materials and manufactures each 
year than we allow them to sell 
us. Hitherto, this huge annual 
dollar gap has been poulticed by 
various forms of American dollar 
aid. What Churchill now wants— 
what the whole Western world 
now wants, in fact—as been ex- 
pressed in the slogan of Church- 
ill’s Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
R. A. Butler, “trade not aid.”

It would replace an earlier recourse of despera- 
tion, the Pick-Sloan Plan, which was adopted to 
head off an MVA and is now pretty thoroughly 
discredited. , 


The Missouri Valley deserves a better agency 


than one with nothing more to recommend it 
than that it will head off something else. 

“A majority of the membership of the Mis- 
sourl Basin Survey Commission seems to us to 
be on the right track. As reported by Richard 
G. Baumhoff, the majority rejects an MVA be- 
cause it could not pass Congress, and an inter- 
state compact because it would be too weak. The 
Post-Dispatch favors the MVA idea, but agrees 
as to its present political chances in Congress, 
and accordingly advocates the same course a 
majority of the survey commission seems to be 
favoring. That is, constructive compromise, re- 
sulting in an agency which would be neither too 
strong to be objectionable—nor too weak to be 
workable. 

There are, we think, three fundamentals which 
the survey commission could lay down. | 

First, the agency must have enough authority 
to do the whole job of planning, construction 
and opération. Second, it must be independent 
of Government departments, so that its business 
operations (principally those of electric power) 
can be performed in a businesslike way, clear 
of departmental red tape. Third, the Federal 
azency must be the final authority. It is proper 
and feasible for the states to be advisory, but to 
divide authority equally between several states 
and the Federal Government would only create 
worse confusion than at present. 

eThese are all principles of good government 
and good business, which would be included in 
an MVA, but théy. stop far short of the large 
and sometimes vague grants of power which 
many persons have objected to in MVA bills 
drafted for Congress. They compose the mini- 
mum of authority, to which it would be hard to 
object without admitting that one wanted an 
agency which was too weak to function. 

Within these limits, we believe the commis- 
sion can come up with a compromise solution 
so plainly sensible that sensible people would 
at once be attracted to it, and unreasonable 
partisans would be embarrassed to attack it at 
the low level of partisanship. If so, valley and 
coun‘ry would emerge immeasurably the gainers.

Toward Manpower Efficiency 

The 1l-member citizens’ commission to cut 
manpower waste in the armed forces has stepped 
off smartly in the right direction. Not only 
will it seek more efficient use of manpower 
in the Pentagon and at headquarters posts, but 
it is going into the field as well. 

The Pentagon, with its chair-borne infantry, 


has been the target of hundreds of jokes about 


the empire builders with 10 men for every 
job. Certainly this is an exaggeration. But 
it is symbolic of what a great many taxpayers 
think may be found in the nooks and corners 


There is no question of the necessity for the 


functions themselves. It is the manner in which 


so many of them tend to overlap and waste 


manpower that it is so serious.

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Quick Switch in Madison County 

‘What is happening in the Madison county 
State’s Attorney’s office? Fred F. Schuman 
has just taken over that post in the Illinois 
county. And his first official act was to appoint 
his predecessor, Austin Lewis, as his chief assist- 
ant in charge of criminal matters. 

Under ordinary circumstances the appoint- 
ment might be viewed in a more favorable 
light. Mr. Lewis has been connected with the 
office for close to 20 yeafs and is regarded as 
one of the top trial lawyers in’ the county. But 
his record as State’s Attorney in the last four 
years leaves a good deal to be desired. 

While he ran the office, Madison county gam- 
blers operated so flagrantly that they were 
chosen as the first objectives of the state police 
raids of May 1950. Those raids were made on 
the direct orders of Gov. Stevenson. They 
closed down the notorious 200 Club at Madison 
and the Hyde Park Club at Venice. 

Following the raids, Gov. Stevenson repeat- 
edly criticized Mr. Lewis for failure to enforce 
the state’s gambling laws. Finally the Governor 
‘made it known he considered Mr. Lewis unfit 
for the job. This cost the State's Attorney 
some organizational support and he announced 
he would not seek re-election. — - . 

Fred Schuman’s decision to keep Mr. Lewis 
around the office raises questions as to the fu- 
ture of law enforcement in the county. Granted 
that the new chief assistant has a long record 
of experience and that he knows his way around 
a courtroom. But surely there are others in 
the county who would do as well and who do 
not carry Mr. Lewis’ obvious handicaps,

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Opening a Dead End

Traffic accident crisis laid to ineffectiveness of safety specialists 
and failure of law enforcement; one general cut crashes in half by 
guardhouse penaltics after lectures failed; courts, legislatures 
urged to treat auto driving as conditional privilege; not a right.

Traffic safety—or, rather, the nearly 
complete lack of it—has become a trite 
subject. So much so, in fact, that the 
mere announcement that someone is going 
to talk about it is likely to cause an un- 
derstandable stampede for the exits. 


The reason for this, it seems to me. is 
both obvious and unfortunate. There has 
been so much preaching, so much double- 
talk, and so much contradiction in alniost 
everything we have heard and read about 
the condition of our 
streets and highways 
for sO many years, 
that the people are 
confused, _irritated 
and bored. So am I. 

It irritates me, for 
instance, to be told 
one minute that our 
streets and highways 
were strewn last 
year with some 37,- 

500 dead, only to be 

assured the next 

minute that this is really an improve- 
ment over previous years, because more 
motor vehicles are being driven more 
miles than ever before. 


I am not interested in mathematical 
alibis.. I am interested only in the indis- 
putable fact that last year my chances of 
getting through traffic in one piece were 
less than the year before—and that thus 


far this year they were less than last year. . 


Two Steps: to Safety 


I intend to place before you, just as 
frankly as I know how, the two steps that 
must be taken before safety and sanity 
will ever be restored to the streets and 
highways of America. 


The first ig firm and continuous law 
enforcement. The second is to root out 
the bureaucracy, bickerings, personal in- 
terests, jealousies and consquent ineffec- 
tiveness that have reduced the traffic safe- 
ty profession to a state bordering on in- 
competence. I cannot help likening the 
traffic safety movement to a stuck whistle. 
It has been blowing the same way too long. 
It is — to turn off the whistle and get 
to work. 


Before we can make real headway, we 
must make it inescapably clear to every 
motorist that the ownership and operation 
of a vehicle is not a right. It is a privi- 
lege that is granted under license and may 
be exercised only in compliance with spe- 
cific legal conditions that are established 
for the protection of the public. 


A two-fisted general of the United States 
Army a few months ago became alarmed 
by the increasing rapidity with which his 
soldiers at a training post in the East were 
becoming involved in traffic accidents. In 
>A single month, 86 had collision accidents 

one. 


General Returns the Fire 


The general set out to correct the situ- 
ation by seaping up safety education and 
appeals to drive carefully. It didn’t work. 
Then he got tough. A corporal drove his 

ear to a nearby tavern, and six 

later crashed into an electric light 

en route back to the post. Sentence— 

six months confinement! Another corporal 

hit—and ran. Sentehce—broken to private 
and six months at hard labor! 


That worked. Within a month, accidents 
involving soldiers under the general's com- 
mand were cut in half. 


Then what do you suppose happened? 
It is a pattern you will quickly recognize. 
The soldiers wrote letters 


book called the “Uniform Code of Mili- 
tary Justice.” He returned the fire, salvo 
for salvo. 


He also expressed a belief—which I 
heartily share—that if the civil courts 
handed out similar treatment to reckless, 
speeding, drinking drivers eut of uniform, 
the country’s traffic accident problem 
would soon be solved. 


If you imagine that I hold the motorists 
~—-the people —responsible for our grave 
traffic accident crisis, forgive me if I say 
a bit bluntly that you are wrong. 


The legislatures and municipal govern- 
ing bodies are responsible, for not giving 
the police departments enough men to 
patrol the streets and highways adequately 
oT and night; for failing to modernize 
driver licensing laws in the light of vastly 
changed, and still changing, traffic condi- 
tions, and for failing to give the motor 
vehicle and licensing authorities sufficient 
personnel to put only qualified operators 
behind the wheel of an automobile. 


Stiff Fines for Speeding 


The politicians are responsible, for in- 
terfering with and reversing enforcement 
of the laws governing the operation and 
ownership of motor vehicles. Nothing has 
contributed more to public indifference to- 
ward traffic laws and ticket fixing, rejn- 
statement of suspended or revoked motor- 
ing privileges, than modification of penal- 
ties through political intercession and 
pressure. Let those who wear the honor 
of public office ever remember, that a 
favor granted to one constituent today may 
very likely result in the death of another 
constituent tomorrow. 


The courts are responsible, for not com- 
pelling respect for the law by applying 
penalties that adequately fit each and 
every offense. I do not suggest that every- 
one should be sent to jail the first time 
he violates a traffic law. I do suggest that 
stiff fines should be the sure penalty for 
first offenders against speed, reckless 
driving and drunken driving laws. I also 
suggest stiffer fine and a year’s suspen- 
sion of driving license for second offend- 
ers. 


Respect for Traffic Laws 


Third offenders should be put off of 
the road permanently, and if their offense 
results in the death or injury of a person, 
a jail sentence should be mandatory. 


Finally, I suggest that any attempt to 
lift a suspended license or to have a re- 
voked license restored, should be declared 
a crime against the public safety and 
punishable as such.

Miss Van Kleeck, before join- 
ing the staff of the foundation, 
had received several small 
grants. A few months before she 
retired, Donald Young of New 
York became general: director of 
the foundation. In the witness 
chair today, Young explained. “It 
was quite commonly said she was 
left of center in her thinking. 
Quite frankly, I didn’t pay much 
attention to such talk,” 

Conducts Own Research 


Young said the Russell Sage 
foundation, unlike the Ford, 
Rockefeller and Carnegie Foun- 
dations, makes no grants for in- 
dependent studies to outside 
groups. It conducts its own pro- 
gram of research, -although at 
times it works in conjunction 
with other agencies in 
those programs. He said it has 
assets of $14,000,000, book value, 
or $16,000,000 at market value. 
This refers to stocks and bonds 
held as assets. 

Another witness today was 
Malcolm P. Aldrich, president of 
the Commonwealth fund, who 
testified briefly about the work 
of that trust, centering on medi- 
cine and health. 

The open hearing, now in its 
third week, is being conducted by 
the House Select Committee on 
Educational Foundations, of which 
Representative Eugene E. Cox 
(Dem.), Georgia, is chairman. 

The first large trust to be ques- 
tioned about specific individual 
recipients was the Carnegie Cor- 
poration of New York, one of six 
foundations established by the late 
Andrew Carnegie, Pittsburgh steel 
magnate. In the witness chair 
most of yesterday was Charles 
Dollard, president of the Carnegie 
Corporation, which has assets of 
about $175,000,000. 

Committee Appears Satisfied. 

Dollard appeared to answer 
every question to the satisfaction 
of the committee, and was praised 
by the committee at the eonclu- 
sion of his testimony, as were 
ye Revere © ee aoe C.

He said, how- 
ever, he was “quite prepared to 
assist any inquiry that may be 
considered necessary by any re- 
sponsible authority.” 

Referring reporters to his July 
statement, he said today: “It is 
still very appropriate.” 

Lattimore, a one-time State 
Department consultant on Far 
Eastern affairs, has been one of 
the maim targets of Senator Jo- 
seph R. McCarthy (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin. 

McCarthy accused Lattimore in 
1950 of being the top Soviet agent 
in this country. A Senete For- 
eign Relations subcommittee, 
headed by former Senator Millard 
E, Tydings (Dem.), Maryland, in- 
vestigated and dismissed _ the 
charge.

checked in, and Gasconade county 
was second with 609. Six coun- 
ties north of the Missouri have 
been opened to “bucks only” and 
the addition of these counties 
may send the total kill past the 
6000 mark. Twenty-three coun- 
ties will be open for the taking 
of deer of any sex, and 19 coun- 
ties will be open in which bucks 
with at least one forked horn may 
be taken. 

One out of every six hunters 
was successful in 1951 and this 
season will probably prove even 
more successful.

Brings Out the Best. 


Marinading of venison for at 
least 24 hours in a cool place is 
an excellent way to bring out the 
best in the meat and also acts as 
a tenderizing agent when the 
cuts, are from the older animals. 
The marinade is made .by boiling 
together cider vinegar, water, 
sliced vegetables, and seasonings 
for about five minutes. This is 
poured over the venison placed 
in a deep bowl; whole slices of 
lemon are then added, and all is 
placed in the refrigerator. The 
meat should be turned several 
times during the process. The in- 
gredients of the marinade are: 
Two cups of cider vinegar, four 
cups of water, four medium 
onions, two carrots, two parsnips, 
four ribs of celery and leaves, 
two lemons—including the rind, 
four bay leaves, and a half-dozen 
cloves. Salt should be added to 
the meat after it has been re- 


moved from the marinade. A por- | 


tion of the strained marinade is 
placed in the roasting pan with 
the venison which should be 
om at 350 degrees until ten- 
er. 


Much choice venison is wasted 
each year because the hunter 
does not exercise proper caution 
in earing for his game. More is 
wasted because the meat is not 
properly aged, packaged, and 
prepared for the kitchen. There 
is no reason why juicy venison

HE ALSO SAID he met a German to whom he 
owes a great deal. The man’s name is Franz 
Shuritz, and he invented a lip cream called Anstaz 
Cream. Armstrong has been using the cream on 
his lips for 20 years. “If you don’t use salve on 
your lip, it will split like a pig's foot. This Ansatz 
Cream is. the greatest salve in the world. I'd be 
dead -without. Before World War II I told Joe 
Glaser, my manager, to buy $250 worth of it. He 
said, ‘Are you crazy?’ And I said, ‘Man, I can read 
between the lines. There’s trouble coming. Now buy 
it, dammit.’ When I say dammit, I get service. He 
bought the stuff and new he’s more sold on it than 
I am. He wants to buy it for America and call it 
Louis Armstrong Salve. They'll be using it for 
generations.” .

WE ASKED HIM if he was getting anywhere 
with an autobiography he’s writing. 

“I’m up to 1922,” he said. “I can’t get time to 
write. Between my wife and that horn I got all 
the work I can cut out.”

After 
that he was returning to the United States. !

THE BEDROOM STARTED to get crowded and 
Armstrong suggested we move into the bathroom. 

Armstrong tried to explain why his music is 
known the world over.

I tell them they got to play the 
background the same all the time. When they play 
solo they can Go what- they want, but when they 
play together the cards have got to be straight. 
I live for them cards.” 

Armstrong also writes music. He said he gets his 
inspiration while he’s dreaming flat on his back. 
He mentioned “Someday,” “Struttin’ With Some 
Barbecue,” “Back o’ Town Blues” and “If We 
Never Meet Again.” He sang two of them for us 
in the bathroom.

HIS is the season when oys- 

ters are at their peak. They're 

at top-notch quality when 
cold-weather arrives. 


The season traditionally opens 
in September—the first fall 
month with the letter “r.” During 
the late spring and summer 
months, oysters are not at their 
best, although there is nothing 
harmful about them. 

Before the days of such good 
refrigeration, it was difficult to 
keep them during the warm 
weather. For this reason, some 
states forbade their sale during 
that time. 


The oyster’s delicate but indi- 
vidual flavor makes it so popu- 
lar. A few persons find it hard to 
eat a raw oyster but others con- 
sider oysters on the half shell 
a greatest delicacy among shell- 


More . oysters are probably 
served in a stew and fried than in 
any other way. The former is 
easy to prepare, although care 
must be taken to cook the oys- 
ters gently and just until the 
edges curl. The best fried oysters 
are done in deep fat, coated with 
crumbs or a batter to. protect 
them from too much heat, Frying 
must be done very giuckly and 
as soon as they come: out of the 
fat, they should be drained on 
soft paper. 

Other favorite ‘methods of 
treating the oyster are by scal- 
loping, by creaming, and serving 
with toast or hot. biscuits, or as 
a filling for pie or tart shells.
